| The Journal de Smyrne states that a most interest- 


ing discovery has been made in Moldavia, which con- 
sists of extinguishing every kind of fire or conflagra- 
tion by throwing chopped sttaw upon it. ‘The Agri- 
cultural Society of Brum, on the Vih Jatiuary last, 
made several eXperiments to test the truth of the dis- 
covery, Which were attended with complete success. 
It was fgund that on pouring into a fire, grease, pitch, 
or spirit of wine, already burning in jars, and afters 
wards Uurowing chopped straw upon the whole, the 
fire was alinost immediately extinguished. The Sa- 
ciety also caused a large fire to be made of straw, bil- 
lets of wood, faggots, paper, sheaves of wheat, and, 
when the whole was well kindled, the fire was extin- 
guished in a moment by the same means as before.— 
lt is somewhat remarkable that the chopped straw 
used in these experiments, eo far from being consuin- 
ed by the fire, was found, on the contrary, almost un- 
touched, and could be used a second time for the same 
purpose. A bar of iron heated red hot, and thrust in- 
to a basket filled with chopped straw, not only failed 


to set the straw on fire, but became sensibly cvol.
